~ Replacing Braceros Will Create 
~ Problems Of A Scope Much Broader 


BAKERSFIELD, Mar. 5 — For 
at least three to five years Cali- 
fornia will need substitutes for 
some 60,000 Mexican bracero farm 
workers, Dr. Maurice L. Peterson 
has predicted. 

The head of the University of 
California Division of Agricultur- 
al Sciences, addressing the 1964 
Conference on Families Who Fol- 
low the Crops, also remarked that 
serious problems can be expected 
to come with the substitute labor 
source. — 

_ Peterson, said California’s farms 
ers, faced with the end of the bra- 
cero program next December, have 
launched a massive domestic work- 
er recruitment program, principal- 
ly in the Southeast, Pennsylvania, 
West. Virginia, and Puerto Rico 
areas of substantial unemploy- 
ment, 

While mechanization of har- 
vests is progressing, it can make 
only a small dent in the demand 
for temporary harvest workers in 
the: next several years, he said. 
For ‘some crops, in particular 
strawberries, he said, no possibil- 
ity of a harvest machine can be 
seen, even in the distant future. 

If California is to continue grow- 
ing many of the crops in its $3 
billion agriculture, Peterson said, 
an adequate supply of workers 
must be obtainable, and at the 
right time, in spite of costs and 
problems. ‘‘A farmer’s seasonal 
needs for labor,’ he said, ‘‘are very 
largely dictated by the inherent 
nature of farm crops and the vag- 
aries of weather. He has little 
control once growth of a crop has 
started.”

Two sources of temporary labor, 
to help fill the gap the departing 
braceros will leave, have received 
much attention, Dean Peterson 
said. 

“One of these is the so-called 
‘green-card’ Mexican,” he said. 
“In many cases these are the same 
people who have been coming 
across the border as braceros. But 
there is a difference. They come 
now as immigrants, with their 
families.” 

“Another suggested source is the 
pool of labor in other states where 
there. is substantial unemploy- 
ment. 

“TImportations of Mexican immi- 
grants and of domestic labor from 
other states or Puerto Rico are es- 
sentially the same. All become 
potential residents of California. 
When the harvests are over, we 
can exnect them to stay — with 
their families, with need for hous- 
ing, need for school rooms and 


teachers, and need for income in| 


the months before the next har- 
vest.” 

The University dean of agricul- 
ture said effort is being made to 
develov local domestic labor pools.
